In retiring from the Postmaster 
Generalship John Wanaroaker re- 
marked that there were four argu- 
ments against » parcels post the 
United States Express Co., the 
American Express Co., the Adams 
Express Co. snd the Wells-Fargo 
Fx press Co. 

No additional arguments have 

been presented in the years that 
have followed, hut these four still 
hold good. 

The announcement that tl-.i., 
year's deficit is the largest iu the 
history of the postal service outrht 
to stimulate some serious thought 
on this subject. Last year's loss 
was about |10,000,000. This year 
it is 116,910,978.99.
